Republicans, Democrats Are Purging 


Their Ranks, Not Realigning Atonal 


Liberal And Conservative Lines 


By DAVID LAWRENCE"" 


* WASHINGTON. June 28. — President Roosevelt’s 
»» 
radio speech is being widely Interpreted as 
the beginning of a "liberal'’ and "conservative" re­ 
alignment within the major political parties. That s 
what the President himself believes. But upon ana­ 
lysis. the facts tend to dispute such a claim. 
The political parties aren't being realigned at 
all. They are in process of being purged, cleaned 
out and purified. The two rival factions or groups 
within each party are by no means to lie defined 
glibly by the words "liberal" and "conservative’’ but 
by the words "honest" and "dishonest.’ 
Within the Republican party are men who be­ 
lieve In bossism, in furnishing campaign funds and 
owning the party, in getting special favors, in re­ 
fusing to allow their employes any advantages and 
in insisting upon removal of any restrictions which 
tend to interfere w-ith their monopolies or vested in­ 
terests. These men operate in politics for what they 
can get out of it financially or otherwise. Theirs is 
a selfish attitude toward their fellowmen—a mercen­ 
ary and exploiting attitude. They resist and fight off 
adjustment and compromise and insist on forgetting / 
that Americas rapid growth 
of 
population 
has 
brought us problems which government cooperation 
can and must help to solve. 
Within the Democratic party is the parallel of 
the above group. It consists of those men who are 
selfishly using the public’s money to perpetuate 
themselves in power, awarding contracts and jot 
on the basis of political preferment, and establij 
ing in fact the biggest 
single 
concentration 
authority—political, economic and governmental — 
the United States has ever known. This "dishonest" 
group fights off any attempt to investigate the wrong 
use of public funds, sends its order to Capitol Hill 
to kill any proposals to prohibit by law the political 
use of government funds and machinery, and brasen* 
ly argues that any show of independence in the con­ 
gress of the United States should be punished by the 
party boss. 
The President himself Is to play the role of boss. 
He alone is to define who fits and does not fit the 
requirements ct a candidacy in the primaries. The 
great power and authority of the government of the 
United States exercised by a president of the United 
States Is to be employed to fight any senators or 
representatives who disagree. This is an abuse of 
public power and no effort has been made, except by 
a handful of brave men in congress, to check such a 
huge monopoly—this combination In restraint of eco­ 
nomic freedom bigger than any private monopolies 
or dozens of private monopolies ever attained. 
Inside the Republican party are courageous men 
and women who want to rid their party of dishon­ 
esty. They do not feel that politics or public life 
permits any different code of morality than Is proper 
in private life. These honest Republicans are fighting 
dishonest Republicans everywhere across the contin­ 
ent—ifs a fight against the old-fashioned selfishness 
which has dominated Republican politics and Repub­ 
lican political machines. 
So also, inside the Democratic party there are 
courageous men and women who want to rid their 
own party of dishonesty. They do not feel that the 
government has any more right to borrow money 
from the people without giving assurances as to how 
it is to be paid back than a private corporation 
which borrows and uses the public's money has any 
such right. 
The new deal has put on the stylite books some 
provisions of law relating to fraud and d tsh o n est^ ^ 
In the sale of securities which are very commend^S 
able. But the government's own financial operations 
will not stand the acid test of those same laws w’hlch 
apply to private borrowing. This is largely because 
the President of the United States has not kept 
fatth with the people in his promises with respect 
to fiscal affairs. He has shown not only an amazing 
disregard for the rise In public debt but he has 
refused to allow business to function so that it can 
earn taxes to balance the budget. He has injected a 
program which he calls “reform" hut which Is an 
experiment in alate socialism and is no more in the 
interest of true liberalism than were the programs 
originally foisted on the European democracies by 
the party dictators there. 
For Mr. Roosevelt himself has defined what is and 
what is not a sound fiscal policy. He gave the defini­ 
tion to a Joint session of congress In March, 1933, 
when he recounted the deficits of the Hoover admin­ 
istration-amounting then to about *5.000,OOO,OOO— 
and pointed out how the safety of hank deposits, the 
safety of life insurance policies and the "unimpaired 
credit of the United States” depended on an economy 
program. He felt the nation was traveling then on 
the “road toward bankruptcy.’* 
Since that time, the deficits under the Roosevelt 
administration have been multiplied by at least three 
times those of the Hoover regime. No matter how 
well intended the new deal reforms are. the govern­ 
ment of the United States cannot continue to protect 
the purchasing power of the dollar lf the treasury 
budgets are kept unbalanced indefinitely and no 
program is brought forward to begin paying off the 
public debt. Everything else in the way of reform 
becomes secondary If a loaf of bread costs HO, as 
was the case In Germany in 1923 when confidence in 
the monetary unit broke down because the people 
suddenly realized the government couldn't collect In 
taxes enough to pay off the big debt incurred by a 
spendthrift government. Then came the fin an c^i^ 
shambles and>on top of it stood Hitler. 
America is ‘not going to divide into "liberal" and 
“conservative” camps unless to be liberal with tho 
public money and to disregard repayment is the 
meaning of the w’ord "liberaliam." lf the tatter is the 
( ase, then Mr. Roosevelt will have made "liberalism" 
disreputable and "conservatism” respectable. 
Maybe the voter*. Republican and Democratic, will 
catch the distinction this autumn and be eager to 
vote against the spenders and in favor of the savers, 
regardless of party, and thus rid the country of con­ 
trol by the politicians who are fooling the people 
for the moment about the supposedly inexhaustible 
national wealth and tax capacity of the United 
States. Clean government, moral government, honest 
elections, complete divorcement of governmental 
power from any control of the voting system of 
America furnish issues of public honesty and public 
morality as old aa democracy itself. They are the 
only real issues in the 1938 congressional campaign.

There is 
on*, however, of which we seldom 
read, the thymus gland. Like other 
similar structures, this gland is 
subject 
to 
inflammations, 
infec­ 
tions, and other disorders. Fortun­ 
ately. they are rare. 
There are many things about the 
thymus gland with which we are 
not familiar. It is found in the 
neck Just below the thyroid gland 
and "Adam’s apple.” It is believed 
to be a structure of temporary use, 
because at birth it weighs about 
two ounces, gradually decreasing 
in six*, so that within five years It 
weighs less than one ounce. Usu­ 
ally, Indeed, it shrinks out of sight, 
or if It persists it is so small that 
it can hardly be detected. 
Occasionally the gland increases 
In size. and then it proves to be a 
menace. This happens during early 
childhood. Associated with it is s 
condition 
spoken 
of 
ss 
"status 
lymphatlcus.” 
? 
The victim of this strange dis­ 
ease may have a thymus gland in 
size actually five to IO times the 
normal. Because of its location, 
the enlargement 
is 
believed 
by 
some authorities to be responsible 
for Interference in breathing. 
Attacks Sudden 
The 
unpleasant 
attacks, 
with 
blueness of the skin and uncon­ 
sciousness, come on suddenly. They 
usually occur after a shock, fall or 
blow, or perhaps following some 
Infection. Many unexplained deaths 
of infants snd young children in 
former years are now believed to 
have been due to status lymphatic 
cgs. the state associated with en­ 
larged thymus glands. 
Nowadays the presence of this 
condition Is always suspected in 
infants and young' children who 
have difficulty In breathing with­ 
out more apparent reason for it. 
By means of the X-ray it la now 
possible definitely 
to determine 
whether the thymus gland is en­ 
larged. If the examination shows 
the gland to be enlarged, it can be 
"sbunken” 
by 
X-ray 
treatments. 
This 
procedure bas 
undoubtedly 
saved thousands of lives. 
Until 
the gland 
decreases 
In 
size the youngster must be pro­ 
tected against injuries, accidents 
and 
shocks. 
Even 
minor opera­ 
tions, such as the removal of ton­ 
sils 
or 
adenoids, 
must 
not 
be 
performed upon children suffering 
from 
thymus enlargement.

Hash states that spraying the 
trees is useless, as the organism 
works inside the tissue, and can­ 
not be reached by spraying. He 
says that prevention is the best 
known 
method 
of 
control, 
and 
recommends the following as sug­ 
gestions. 
Avoid encouragement of unusual 
growth, especially on young trees, 
keep the tree free from aphis aud 
other insects that carry the du 
sease, 
by 
thorough 
and 
proper 
spraying, and 
remove and 
burn 
all affected parts as soon as dis­ 
covered.

orchard 
every week for this purpose.

Prepares For Heavy 


Travel Traffic

T 
HIS IS a busy sum m er for Nor­ 
way. what with the exhibition 
at Oslo and tho maiden voyage of 
the Oslofjord, worthy successor to 
the Viking vessels that for 1,000 
years 
have 
sailed 
the 
seas 
be­ 
tween Norway and America. 
One hundred years ago the Os­ 
lo Association of Handicraft* and 
Industry was formed, so this ex­ 
hibition is by way of a celebra­ 
tion of an organization that has 
given 
much to the world. 
King 
Haakon, the chief patron of the ex­ 
hibition. has taken an intense in­ 
terest 
In 
the exhibition 
on 
the 
banks of the Oslofjord. Norway's 
fairest of fjords, and an ideal place 
for an exhibition. 
The land of the Midnight Sun 
has prepared itself for the biggest 
num ber of visitors on record. Built 
on the banks of the Frognerkilen. 
the innermost 
arm of 
the Oslo 
fjord, the exhibition is 3,900 feet 
long. 3.900 feet wide, with 17 main 
buildings and 25 pavilions—quits 
impressive statistics for little Nor­ 
way. The phrase “VI Kan,’* mean­ 
ing "We Can.’’ is tho slogan of the 
exhibition and it Is descriptive. 
Knife Is Symbol 
Signifying the theme of the ex­ 
hibition, a huge. 
symbolic 
knife 
stands at the entrance gate. The 
huge knife has been built and de­ 
signed as a symbol of Industry, en­ 
ergy 
and 
knowledge 
cutting 
through a world of chaos. It stands 
at the entrance gate and is of con-

crete and steel painted a glistening 
white. 
It rises some 114 feet high 
and. like the 224-foot observation 
tower, can be seen from auy spot 
on the exhibition grounds. 
There 
are num erous restaurants. Includ­ 
ing a glass-enclosed one overlook­ 
ing the fjord and another built on 
the deck of a full-rigged sailing 
ship. 
Oslo itself is a permanent exhibi­ 
tion of beauty and interest. 
One 
returns again and again to the Vik­ 
ing ships in the museum on the 
Bygdoy peninsula, tho most unique 
maritime museum in the world. As 
befits a maritime people, there are 
yacht clubs and rowing clubs every­ 
where and. as befits a skiing peo­ 
ple. there are famous ski jumps 
high up in the hills overlooking the 
capital. 
The view from the Frog- 
nerseter over Oslo and the fjord is 
really delightful, and the ski mu­ 
seum Is unique. 
But with all this 
emphasis on sport. Oslo is quite a 
cafe city, with many diversions and 
plenty of fun. 
In all Europe there 
is no peace and sweetness like that 
found In Scandinavia which is. per­ 
haps. one reason why the northland 
Is coming into Its own as a mecca 
for the discriminating traveler.

Strongest For Salary

C A M B R ID G E . M ass. — Although 
one of the smallest profession*, 
landscape architecture today is one 
of the strongest in salaries, em­ 
ployment of trained men and an 
increasing public demand for serv­ 
ice. 
That is revealed in a survey of 
168 graduates of Harvard univer­ 
sity's landscape architecture 
de­ 
partm ent by Prof. Bremer W. Pond. 
chairman. 
The l a n d s c a p e architecture 
school recently incorporated in the 
graduated school of design, was 
founded in 19b0 and is the oldest 
in America. 
Salaries of graduates range from
